Fo r more than four thousand years 
before the Savior came, no sugges­ 
tion had been made respecting any 
home for hum anity aside from this 
earth. 
The paradise of 
Eden, 
lost 
through disobedience, and God’s im­ 
age in humanity, almost obliterated 
by sin and death . God promised to 
restore. 
The right to life, forfeited 
by Adam for him self and his race, 
Gocl proposed to restore to all the 
w illing and obedient. 
But a!l these 
blessings were to come 
through 
a 
Redeemer, the Mediator of the New 
Covenant, the Messiah. 
Hum anity Knew not the pos^’bilities 
of Restitution, but Israel had the fact 
typified in their Jubilee year of Res­ 
titution, which occurred every fifty 
years. 
They also had typical sacri­ 
fices of a Passover lamb and Atone 
ment day offerings, representing some 
means by which God justly met for 
them the requirements of H is own 
Raw. 
They realized not that this sat­ 
isfaction of Justice would be accom 
plashed by tho death of the very Re 


deemer who subsequently woald he 
tho Restorer. 
T h eir minds naturally dweit espe­ 
cia lly upon the great fact that Mes­ 
siah was to be of Jew ish stock, and 
that Israel was to 
have 
the 
first 
chance of the choicest blessings in 
connection wi.h Messiah’s Kingdom. 
As they wa! ce I for Messiah and His 
Kingdom 
.they 
fondly 
anticipated 
their own national blessing. 
Seem ­ 
ingly, they overlooked the fact that 
the blessing would be an individual 
one. in harm ony w ith the Divine ar 
rangement. 
They hoped for a resur­ 
rection from the dead “ at the last 
day” — in the great Seventh Thiusand- 
Y ea r Day or Epoch, and expected it 
to bring them from the sleep of death 
back to earthly conditions. 
Some of them hoped for a “ better 
resurection” than the m ajority, be­ 
cause of their loyalty to God and theii 
willingness to suffer 
for 
righteous 
ness; but even these expected to he, 
not angels, nut men. 
W as not Abra­ 
ham himself promised that all the 
land which 
he 
could 
see 
should 
eventually, be h is? 
W h at could this 
mean except that he would be resur­ 
rected, as an earthly being, to enjoy 
this promised inheritance? 
St. Ste­ 
phen points out that Abraham never 
received, in fulfillment of God’s prom­ 
ise, as much of that land “ as to set 
his foot upon ” 
(A cts vii, 5 1 
U n 
doubtedly, therefore, the entire prom 
ise of the land is future. 
The pos­ 
session will came to Abraham, and 
w ill be given to his seed, his ooster- 


ity, after him. 
Heavenly 
Prom ises— “ Like 
Unto 
Angels.” 
God’s plan was allowed to rest as 
though forgotten until Jesus began to 
accomplish 
another 
and 
different 


work. 
H e began to call the Bride class 
from 
amongst 
m ankind— both 
Jew s 
and Gentiles. 
W ithout explaining the 
full details, H e invited all who de­ 
sired to become associated 
in 
His 
Kingdom to lake up their cross and 
follow' 
Him . 
He promised them a 
joint-heirship w ith H im self 
in 
His 
Kingdom. 
H e told them that. those 
who attain unto that Age and the 
resurrection, 
would 
neither 
m arry 
nor be given in m arriage— “ like unto 
the angels” — sexless.— Luke xx, 35,36. 
N o wonder the Apostles were sur­ 
prised! 
No wonder Nlcodemus hesi­ 
tated to endorse something so differ­ 
ent from what he had anticipated in 


the w ay of fe s s in g ; and he came to 
Jesus by night to inquire further! No 
wonder the M aster’s words were per­ 
plexing when He said. “ Ye maut be 
born ag ain !” 
No 
wonder 
Nicode- 
mus, in perplexity, asked about this 


spirit birth and found the answers 
perplexing! 
Jesus did not attempt 
to give him a full explanation, but 
m erely said that if he had difficulty in 
understanding 
earthly 
things, 
how 


could be expect to understand heav­ 


en ly things.— John iii, 12. 
Restitution W aits, but Not Abandoned 
The whole m atter is plain in the 


ing. 
Before the time for blessing the 
world, God is selecting therefrom a 
class to constitute the Bride of Christ 
the faithful Little Flock. 
The church 
is to be associated 
with 
Him 
in 
blessing the human fam ily w ith Res­ 
titution. But 
he Bride class itself is 
to experience a change 
of 
nature 
from human to spiritual. 
This was 
difficult for the Apostles to under­ 
stand. 
Their minds would continu­ 
ally revert to an 
earthly kingdom, 
but the Master repeatedly drew their 
attention away from the earth’y. 
He 
declared, “ My Kingdom is not of this 
Age,” and told the disciples that He 
would come ar ain in power and great 
glory, and at. the holy angel* with 
H im : 
and that then 
He woald sit 
upon the throne of H is Glory— upon 
which they would sit with TBm, if 
faithful even unto sacrificial death. 


The Heavenly Mansions. 
The Lord endeavored to draw the 
minds of His followers away from the 
earthly hopes of an earthly kingdom, 
which they held in common with all 
Jew s. 
The disciples knew’ of various 
orders of beings on the angelic plane 
— cherubim, 
seraphim and, ordinary 
angels. 
Jesus trade no suggestion of 
changing H is disciples into any of 
these 
angelic 
orders. 
Rather, He 


gave them to undertsand that they 
would constitute a new’ order of crea­ 
tures. 
The questions then naturally 
arose, Is there a possibility of having 
a still different order of beings on the 
Heavenly plane? Did not the creation 
of man a little lower than angels im­ 
ply a sufficient variety of creations 
on the angelic plane and higher? 


These questions would seem proper 
enough; 
and 
to 
these 
our 
Lord’s 
words make answer: “ In My Father’s 
House 
are 
many mansions” — many 
apartments, many divisions. 
Yet all 
are holy, all rre in full accord with 
Him and with each other. 
“ I go to 
prepare a place for you.” 
M y fol­ 
lowers— a Heavenly mansion. 


St. Peter, 
discussing the subject, 
‘ells us that rn God’s providence the 
Church is not only a New’ Cieation 
but a creation on a higher plane than 
any other of God’s creation, 
it . Paul 
°ays, that ou»* Lord Jesus. hav;ng fin­ 
ished the work which the Father gave 


Him to do, “ ascended on High,” to the 
right hand of the Divine Majesty, to 
the place of chief favor. 
He declares 
that this position Is “ far above angels, 
principalities and powers and every 
name 
that 
ta 
named.” — Ephesians 
i, 21. 
St.* John, speaking of the church, 
declares that w-e may not yet fully 
appreciate what we shall be, but we 
may “ know that, wnen He snail ap­ 
pear 
(our Redeem er), we shall 
be 
like H im ; for we shall see Him as 
He is.” 
(I John iii, 2.) 
St. Peter 
however, tells us the real height to 
which the Church, the Bride of Christ’ 
is to be exalted. 
H e says. God hath 
given “ unto us exceeding gr<?at and 
precious 
promises, 
that 
by 
these 
(working in us His w ill) we might 
become partakers of the Divine na­ 
ture.” — II. Peter i, 4. 
The Heavenly Three. 
Following 
the 
testimony of the 
Word of God, we recognize Jehovah 
God Him self, from 
everlasting 
to 
everlasting, Ga d, the Head, th^ King, 
the Father, of whom are all things 
Next to the Father we recognize our 
Heavenly Lo ’ d, whose name at first 
was the Logos, the W ord of God, H is 
Messenger, 
who 
subsequently 
was 
made flesh, dwelt among us and re­ 
deemed us; and who, as a rew’ard, has 
been exalted to the Divine nature and 


t jey were to share with Messiah the 
I lories of 
the 
Messianic kingdom 
'they wondered why Jesus 
did 
not 
S'-ay with them and attend 
to the 
establishment of 
the 
kingdom 
at 
that time; 
or if it were necessary 
to wait for a season, why He might 
bot tarry with them instead of going 
to the Father, as He had often told 
them He would do. 
Our I^ord did not 
wish

v. hlch they saw exemplified in Him

experienced when 
H e put His power upon

and 
sent them forth as His representa­ 
tives to work miracles 
and 
to pro­ 
claim the Gospel of the kingdom. 
After Pentecost, when enlightened 
by the Holy Spirit, they 
could un­ 
derstand the 
necessity 
for 
Jesus* 
leaving and for 
His 
receiving 
the 
H oly Sp iril begetting to the Divine 
nature. They, like all* mankind, were 
children of Adam and therefore in- 
heitors of the death sentence. 
The 
Father could not, according to Ills 
own just laws, recognize sinners as 
sons. Before they could 
receive the 
Divine begetting of th e, H oly Sp irit 
they must be justified in the Divine 
sight. 
It was to justify the household of 
faith that Jesus ascended 
on high, 
“ there to appear in the presence of 
God for us.” He imputed for us be­ 
fore the Father the merit of His own 
sacrifice, and proposed to adopt

as His members. Then 
Divine jus­ 
tice accepted the Advocate’s propo­

For more than four thousand years 
before the Savior came, no sugges­ 
tion had been made respecting any 
home for humanity aside from this 
earth. 
The paradise of 
Eden, 
lost 
through disobedience, and God’s im­ 
age in humanity, almost obliterated 
by sin and death . God promised to 
restore. 
The right to life, forfeited 
by Adam for himself and hrn race, 
Got) proposed to restore to all the 
willing and obedient. 
But a!l these 
t>leasings were to come 
through 
a 
Redeemer, the Mediator of th-i New 
Covenant, the Messiah. 
Humanity Knew not the possibilities 
of Restitution, hut Israel had the fact 
typified in their Jubilee year of Res­ 
titution, which occurred every fifty 
years. 
They also had typical sacri­ 
fices of a Passover lamb and Atone 
m ent day offerings, representing some 
means by which God justly met for 
them the requirements of His own 
Daw. 
They realized not that this sat­ 
isfaction of Justice would be accom 
plished by the death of the very Re 
deemer who subsequently woald be 
tho Restorer. 
Their minds naturally dweit espe­ 
cially upon the great fact that Mes­ 
siah was to be of Jewish stock, and 
that Israel was to 
have 
the 
first 
chance of the choicest blessings in 
connection with Messiah’s Kingdom. 
As they waice.l for Messiah and His 
Kingdom 
.they 
fondly 
anticipated 
their own national blessing. 
Seem­ 
ingly, they overlooked the fact that 
the blessing would be an Individual 
one. in harmony with the Divine ar 
rangement. 
They hoped for a resur­ 
rection from the dead “at the last 
day”—in the great Seventh Thmsand- 
Year Day or Epoch, and expected it 
lo bring them from the sleep of death 
back to earthly conditions.

doubtedly, therefore, the entire prom 
ise of the land is future. 
The pos­ 
session will came to Abraham, and 
will be given to his seed, his uoster- 
ity, after him. 
Heavenly 
promises— “ Like 
Unto 
Angels.” 
God’s plan was allowed to rest as 
though forgotten until Jesus began to 
accomplish 
another 
and 
different 
work. 
He began to call the Bride class 
from amongst mankind—both Jews 
and Gentiles. 
Without explaining the 
full details. He invited all who de­ 
sired to become associated in His 
Kingdom to lake up their cross and 
follow’ Him. 
He promised them a 
joint-heirship with Himself 
in 
His 
Kingdom. 
He told them that those 
who attain unto that Age and the 
resurrection, 
would 
neither

nor he given in m arriage—“like unto 
the angels”— ^f.xless.—Luke xx, 35,36. 
No wonder the Apostles were sur­ 
prised! 
No wonder Nicodemns hesi­ 
tated to endorse something so differ­ 
ent from what he had anticipated in 
the way of .blessing; and he came to 
Jesus by night to inquire furthei! No 
wonder the Master’s words were per­ 
plexing when He said. “Ye msut be 
horn again!”

Nicode- 
mus, in perplexity, asked about this 
spirit birth and found the answers 
perplexing! 
Jesus did not attempt 
to give him a full explanation, but 
merely said that if he had difficulty in 
understanding 
earthly 
things,

could he expect to understand heav 
enly things.—John iii, 12. 
Restitution Waits, but Not Abandoned 
The whole m atter is plain In the 


stand. 
Their minds would continu­ 
ally revert »o an earthly kingdom, 
but the Master repeatedly drew their 
I attention away from the earthly. 
He 
declared. “ My Kingdom is not of this 
Age,” and toid the disciples that He 
would come again in power and great 
glory, and a!, the holy angels with 
Him: and that then He woald sit 
upon the throne of His Glory—upon 
which they would sit with TDm, if 
faithful even unto sacrificial death. 


The Heavenly Mansions. 
The Lord endeavored to draw the 
minds of His followers away from the 
earthly hopes of an earthly kingdom, 
which they held in common with all 
Jews. 
The disciples knew’ of various 
orders of beings on the angelic plane 
—cherubim, seraphim and. ordinary 
angels. 
Jesus trade no suggestion of 
changing His disciples into any of 
these 
angelic 
orders. 
Rather, He 
gave them to undertsand that they 
would constitute a new* order of crea­ 
tures. 
The questions then naturally 
arose, Is there a possibility of having 
a still different order of beings on the 
Heavenly plane? Did not the creation 
of man a little lower than angels im­ 
ply a sufficient variety of creations 
on the angelic plane and higher? 
These questions would seem proper 
c-nough; 
and 
to these our 
Lord’s 
words make answer: “In My Father’s 
House 
are 
many mansions”—many 
apartments, many divisions. 
Yet all 
are holy, all ere in full accord with 
Him and with each other. 
“I go to 
prepare a place for you.” 
My fol­ 
lowers—a Heavenly mansion. 
St. Peter, discussing the subject, 
’ells us that in God’s providence the 
Church is not only a New Creation 
but a creation on a higher plane than 
any other of God’s creation, it. Paul 
cays, that o i k Lord Jesus, h a v in g fin­ 
ished the work which the Father gave 
Him to do, “ascended on High,” to the 
right hand of the Divine Majesty, to 
the place of chief favor. 
He declares 
that this position Is “far above angels, 
principalities and powers and every 
name 
that 
ta 
named.”—Ephesians 
i. 21. 
St.‘ John, speaking of the rhurch. 
declares that we may not yet fully 
appreciate what we shall be, hut we 
may “know that, when He snail ap­ 
pear (our Redeemer), we shall be 
like Him; for we shall see Him as 
He is.” 
(I John iii, 2.) 
St. Peter 
however, tells us the real height to 
which the Church, the Bride of Christ* 
is to be exa’Jed. 
He says. Gad hath 
given “unto us exceeding great and 
precious 
promises, 
that 
by 
these 
(working in up His will) we might 
become partakers of the Divine na­ 
ture.”—II. Peter i, 4. 
The 
Heavenly Three. 
Following 
the 
testimony of the 
Word of God, w*e recognize Jehovah 
God Himself, from 
everlasting 
to 
everlasting. God, the Head, tbs King, 
the Father, of whom are all things. 
Next to the Father we recognize our 
Heavenly Lo*d, whose name at first 
was the Logos, the Word of God, His 
Messenger, 
who 
subsequently 
was 
made flesh, dwelt among us and re­ 
deemed us; and who, as a reward, has 
been exalted to the Divine nature and 
is set at the right hand of Jehovah 
God. to begin His w’ork of blessing 
mankind. 
Ile waits also until the 
Church, His Bride, shall have been 
completed and shall have passed be­ 
yond the veil, to be forever with Him 
on the Divine plane, His Joint-heir. 
These are the 
Heavenly Three— 
all of the Divine 
nature, far above 
all other natures, all other planes of 
existence. Yet always we are to re­ 
member that the head of the church 
is Christ, and the head of Christ is 
God, as St. Paul declares: 
for al­ 
though all of God’s blessings are by 
the Son. yet these blessings are all 
from 
the 
Father 
(I 
Corinthians 
VHI, 6). 
in passing, 
we 
should note how’ 


Our Lord did not 
wish 
to give 
them any information respecting the 
length of the Gospel age, 
lest 
the 
knowledge should discourage them. 
Therefore, He merely said. 
“It is 
expedient for you that I go away”— 
necessary 
for 
you. 
Unless 
He 
should go 
away 
the 
Holy 
Spirit 
would not come upon them. 
They 
would not receive that power from 
en high of which He had told them, 
which they saw exemplified in Him 
and which 
they 
experienced when 
He put His power upon 
them 
and 
sent them forth as His representa­ 
tives to w’ork miracles 
and 
to pro­ 
claim the Gospel of the kingdom. 
After Pentecost, when enlightened 
bv the Holy Spirit, they 
could un­ 
derstand the 
necessity 
for 
Jesus’ 
leaving and for 
His 
receiving 
the 
Holy Spirit begetting to the Divine 
nature. They, like all’ mankind, were 
children of Adam and therefore in- 
heltors of the death sentence. 
The 
Father could not, according to His 
own just laws, recognize sinners as 
sons. Before they could 
receive the 
Divine begetting of t h e , Holy Spirit 
they must be justified in the Divine 
sight. 
It was to justify the household of 
faith that Jesus ascended 
on high, 
“there to appear in the presence of 
God for us.” He imputed for us be­ 
fore the Father the merit of His own 
sacrifice, and proposed to adopt us 
as His members. Then Divine jus­ 
tice accepted the Advocate’s propo­ 
sal. and that meant the acceptance 
of our proffered 
sacrifices 
as 
the 
members of Jesus. 
Ten days after our Lord left His 
apostles 
the 
Pentecostal 
blessing 
came upon them. St. Peter explains 
that it w'as the 
Heavenly 
Father’s 
recognition of His acceptance of the 
followers of Jesus who were enter­ 
ing 
into 
covenant 
relationship 
through Him 
by 
the 
covenant 
of 
self-sacrifice. 
The 
transaction 
in­ 
volved all 
subsequent 
members of 
he household of faith to the end of 
this age. As a result the Holy Spirit 
came upon the consecrated.

'.e re to he made children 
of God: 
and “if children then heirs, heirs of 
God and joint heirs with Christ, our 
lard, lf so be that we suffer with 
Him, that we may tM also glorified 
together.”

Growth in Grace. 
Mistakenly, in the past, 
many of 
•is have supposed justification to be

The Spirit 
begotten 
ones must 
grow' in grace, in knowledge, in all 
I he fruits and graces of the Holy 
Spirit. 
They must be tested and 
proved as to their loyalty and fajth 
fulness. Fiery trials, testings, tribu- 
bitions. must 
be 
allowed to come 
against them to prove the depths and 
sincerity of their love for God. Gra­ 
ciously their testings are not along 
the lines of the flesh, 
which 
is ac­ 
knowledged to 
be 
weak. Imperfect

learn of an exceptional opportunity to 
make money in St. Louis real estate. 
The address of Randall’s office was 
on the circular, which Easterday has 
since lest. Easterday went there. A 
pleasant-fac-d, well dressed 
man of 
40 was the only person in th ’ office. 
He said he was Randall and that one 
of the money making chances he re­ 
ferred to in tile circular was a house 
and lot in South St. Louis.
